BANDINI FIRM BUYS OIL 
RIGHTS TO CITY AIRPORT

Sucessful bidder for the mineral rights at Torrance 
municipal airport was the Bandini Petroleum corporation, 
it was disclosed this week.

The firm lopped the City of 
Torrance and one other bidder 
by offering a bonus of $21 per 
acre, a $1 per acre lease fee and 
a 13% per cent royalty for the 
airport lease.

More than 400 acres of air­ 
port property are involved.

Bandini is associated with the 
Seaboard Petroleum corporation 
is drilling a test well near 
Pennsylvania avenue and Pa­ 
cific Coast highway, Lomita, 
about a quarter of a mile from 
the southeast edge of the air­ 
port property.

The Bandini representative 
said the company has mineral 
rights for covering about 1200 
acres in southwest Lomita and 
the airport area.

The firm would not divulge 
further drilling plans, but, any 
drilling from the field would 
have to be done by whipstock- 
ing since CAA regulations for­ 
bid drilling locations In the 
flight strip area.
